10.—In the midst
af one of the mwost bhitter gales that ever
swept Lake Ervie, the iron barge Charles
Foster, In tow of the Iron Duke, went to
the bottom at 4 o'clock Sunday mornivg,
10 miles off Krie and elght persons
were drowned.

Cuptuin Ashley of the Iron Duke made

northwest and the gule carcied with it a
blinding snowstorm, We made the hae-
bor lght all right., When we turned for
the harbor, a sea much heavier than any
other experienced struck us. 1 ran to the
stern. Just ns 1 got there the Foster
plunged in an awful gep and dove down
nose first. .

“There was not a cry from a soul of
the crew of elght she carried. Just as
she pitched down I saw n man on her
forecistle with a lantern. The tow luoe
parted when she went down, The storm
wag so heavy that 1 counld not put about
to hunt for anyone, There would not
have been n particle of use anyhow be-
eitse in those tremendous scas no one
could have lived n winute, even If the
water had not been ley cold. Hud there
been o ery for help 1 would have turned
and risked my ship but it was po use. 1
had all T could do to make port in safoty
wyselr,”

When asked for an opinion as to the
enyse of the sinking of the Poster, Cap-
tnin Ashley said hie could not tell. “Ap-
parently evervthing was all right abonrd
her until she took thnt fatal dip. There
had not been p single signal of distress
from her up to that time.”
